width of the etreet, the prisoners being 
led to it from the Tombs by a covered 
passageway. 
Many a ho|M*)ess jirRoner, 
as he treads tiiat iron pathway, with an 
officer of the outraged law on either side 
to prevent escape, realizes too late t hat tho 
“ way of trangressors is harti." 
During the 57 years of the Tombs’ ex­ 
istence tens of thousands of men arid 
women have boen immured within iis 
walls. 
Scores have died on its scaffold, 
and hundreds, with broken hearts and 
ruined J ives, have gone down b» death 
within its cells. 
From between its mass­ 
ive pillars thousands of eondcinrmd men 
have gone out to the penitentiaries of th« » 
state, and other thousands, declared “ not 
guilty,” have returned to their ordinary 
vocations, their lives stained by contact 
with the prison shadow. 
While murder is the highest, crime 
known to the law it is a curious fact that 
murderers are not the greatest criminals. 
Men, and women, too, wli« « » *« llv« ;» up to 
tin* time when passion, insanity «*r j**ul- 
ousy led them to the perpetration of the 
murderous act were pure » » » now, so far

The professional thief deliberately 
r 
hu* crimes and carries tin*m out, 
without any thought of physical injury to 
his victim, unless it may ts* for the pro­ 
tection of his own life or liberty, hut the 
majority of murderer-« are men who, un­ 
der the Influence of liquor or momentary 
passion, commit tiie crime which la the 
greatest kt-owu to the law.
